It isnotso {with the English, 
Their discussions are never vulgar, but sn 
the other hand they are never gracious 
and always lack that urbasity which re- 


The 
Englishman respects your upinions, bot 
he never thinks of your feelings, The 


capital point On which we diffor from our 
follow-citizens of Britwh origin is our idea 
of politics. For ua, sons of Fiance, politt- 
cal sentiment is @ passion, while tor tho 
Englishmas politias are @ question of 
business. What I have thos far 
stated has shown you that, although there 
are about fifty French members in the 
House of Commons, it is exclusively on 
English assembly. Frenca is its official 
language an well as English, but Freach 
is being less spckon in it Things must 
be taken as they are. Our Parliaincotary 
laws, usages and customs come to us from 
Kogland. Moreover the English are 
better adapted than we are for that system 
of Government. Inno mattor what do- 
liborative assembly they may find thom- 
selves they are more at home than the 
French, and where they are in the 
Majority their language must necessarily 
prevail.’

In 1831 St, Thomas’ church was built 
and the congregatioa erganized a school of 
its own, The Union school then became 
Methodist and two years later the organ- 
ization of St, Andrews’ churoh drew 
off another contingent, The following 
yoar, the division in the Methodist churoh 
split the school, the seceding half going 
to found the Tabernacle school, Another 
hiving of the school took place in 1858 to 
form the Bleeker St. chool but the school 
numbered S14 in 1869 and 460 a decade 
later, Io 1876 Holloway St. Church was 
organized and drev away a third of 
Bridge St, Sunday'school. That veer ‘4 - 
reorganized into primary inter-mediate 
and senior Saparteeuts The Bridge St, 
church had been dedicated in 1866 and in 
1880 tha school rooms having become too 
small were remodeled ata cost of $2400, 
after the plan of the First Methodistchurch 
Sunday School of Akron, Obio and the 
school financed the expense iteelf. 

The church was buroed in 1880 and 
until its new home was ready the school 
found shelter in the Oddfellow’s hall, and 
since that time the success of the school 
has not flagged. 

The Superintendents cf the school have 
been, Asa Yeomans, Dr. Kellogg, Hon. 
B, Flint, M. Jawyer, R, Richardson, John 
Booth, vohn Elmar, Wm. Reeves, G, G. 
German, Jas. Ross, Wm. Johnston, who 
took sharge in 1874, still at the head, and 
to whose energy and consecrated zeal is 
due largely the later successes of the 
school.

Much of the heavy cake nud bread is 
the result of the oven door being banged 
when closed, Close the door as gently 
as possible, 

In baking bread or rolls put a 
j faucepan of boiling water into the oven. 

The steam will keep the crust smooth 
and tender 

Tie a strip of muslin on the end of a 
round stick and uso to greaso bread and 
cake pans 

No receptacle for soiled clothing, even 
if handsomely decorated, should be 
kept In a sleeping apartment, 

Housekeepers should remember, when 
making biscuits and dumplings with 
baking powder, that threo tablespoon- 
fuls of the powder will be required to 
make one quart of flour light. The 
manufacturers’ directions often calltor 
only two, and the result is unsutisfac- 
tory 

Wear well:fitting shocs about house 
work ; they will be less fatiguing than 
loose, untidy slippers that are supposed 
to be worn for comfort, 

To make clothes wash easily: Mix 
one tablespoonful of paratline oll with 
one pint of soft soap, and soap all white 
clothes; put them to soak over night 
and you will have very little rubbing to 
do. 

Milk which has changed may bo 
rendored fit for use aguin by stirring 
a little soda 

Cut doughnuts out an hour or more 
bofore they are fried and allow them 
time for rising. They will be much 
lighter than when fried as soon as they 
are cut, Try cutting them at night and 
frying them in the morning.

REMEDIAL USE OF APPLES. 


How They Help to Strengthen Doth 
Mind and Mody, 


“Chemically,” says a writer in The 
North American Practitioner, ‘the 
apple is composed of vegetable fibre, 
albumen, sugar, gum,chlorophyl, malic 
acid, gallic acid, lime and water, Fur. 
thermore, the German analystssay that 
the apple containg larger percents, 
of phosphorus than any other frult or 
vegetable. The phosphorus is admir- 
ably adapted for renewing the essential 
nervous matter—lecithin—of the brain 
and spinal cord, Itis perhaps for this 
reasou—though but rudely underatood 
—that the old Scandinavian traditions 
represent the applo a#the food of the 
gods, who, whon they felt: themselves 
to be growing feeble and infirm, resort- 
ed to this fruit to renew their powers of 
mind and body.” 

Not only the phosphorus, but the 
acids of the apple are of singular use 
for persons of sedentary habits, whose 
livers are apt to ba too’ blow of action. 
These acids ald the liver in its work of 
eliminating from the body the noxious 
matters, which, If retained, would make 
the brain hoavy atid dull, or in time, 
would cause rhoutiatism, jaundice or 
skin oruptions, and othor allied troubles. 

The malic actd of apples, either raw 
or cooked, will neutralize any excess of 
chalky matter ongondered. by eating 
too mauch moat. 

Ripe apples are probably the least 
fermentable of all fruits, except pos- 
sibly tho banan For this reason ripe 
and sound apples may be eaten by most 

rsons in even the hottest wreath. 
when

Dried or “evaporated” apples are the 
most healthful of all, for they havo re- 
tained the best qualities of the fruit, 
while showing still less tendency to 
rapid fermoutation than the fresh fruit.

windaw. A scare or more policemen are 
wufforiug from bullet wounds and contu- 
sions of the head or body, disabling them 
fos the time being. 

To what oxtout the riotem have sul- 
fered cannot be conjectured, If they 
escupod punishment It wae not the fault 
of the militiamen, Who, in accordance 
with thoir ordors, fired aa directly at 
thoir assailants as a dense fog, which 
completely bid objecta at 80 yarde dias 
tunce would permit. The strike in not 
ended, and order is not restored, 

Mayor Schieron has conslatently ox- 
ertec all the powera of his office for the 
mujnotenance of order, By his direction 
tho police forco has been practically at 
his disposal and of the street railway 
companies for the last eight days. Tho 


men have been called upon to do extra | way and 


duty all that time, ond the orduousness 
of thoir service haa told seriously on 
them, a considerable number having been 
temporarily incapacitated for duty, 
Vhe ranks of the strikers will in all 
probability be reinforced to-morrow by 
the linemen who remained in the employ 
{ the companies. They number about 
506, and may be classed aa experts. Their 
ayinpathies have been with the atrikere 
throughout. ‘They have thus far ree 
sponded to all calls to repair wires cut 
by strikers or their allies. To-morrow 
they will not go out to repair cut lines, 
even at the risk of dismissal, hey will 
not strike, thoy way, they will merely 
refine to perform the work required of 


Ue and put upon the compauica the 
onus of discharging them. 
Seven thousand National Guardsmen 


ant fifteen or sixteon hundred policemen 
bave mot been strong cnough to make 
the resumption of the street railway 
traffic to Brooklyn practicable, In fact, 
the gain over Inst Saturday is scarcely 
perceptible, The task of reatoring peace 
and Drder along nearly 200 miles of 
atreet car lines ia a Vast one. A distend- 
ed Japanese fan, the handlea represont- 
jng the terminal at the bridge and fer- 
rieq to New York, ia not an inapt pic- 
ture of the surface railway aystem of 
Brooklyn. Thus the various car houses 
on’ power stations are widely apart, 
and troops detailed to guard one of 
these are not immediately available 
for service at snother, should the oc- 
cosion arise, The new levy from Now 
York numbered not far from 4000 men. 

Early in the day a Scotch wiat had eet- 
tled down on all the city, iucreading in 
density as evening approached and add- 
ed to the difficulties which attended the 
carrying out of the announced intention 
of the street car companies to attempt 
tho running of the cars in the evening 
upon lines not operated mince the strike 
waa declared, Such attempta in this di- 
rection ag were made were futilo, 

A car started from the Ridgewood sta- 
tion of the Brooklyn Heights Company a 
little after 6 o'clock was assailed with 
volleys of stones and bricks from win- 
dows and vacant lote before it had pro- 
ceeded far on {its way down town. 
pri 
with & stone and disabled. Tho officer 
iu command ordered his men to shoot, 
and two volleys were fired in the diroc- 
tion of the riotem, who, however, were 
obecured by the dense fog, About 250 
bullets were sent shrieking in search of 
victims, but bow many 
found targets cannot at present bo de- 
termined. The militiamen bad orders 
that when they shot it ehould be to kill. 

‘olicemen alao did some shooting at this 
point, with what is uncertain, as in the 
case of the militiamen. It ja naserted 
by the militia officers that they only 
ordered the volleys when the violence of 
th» mob made {t necessary to do ao. 

On the same line a car started out an 
hou: jater and was beset by riotera at 


Gale and Stuyyesant-avenues, The po- 
lice encorting it easayed to drive off 
the cloters, and while doing no were 


fired upon from a house, Two policemen 
were wounded, one in the arm and the 
other in the hand. 

At the time this waa transpiring o 
skirmish between another mob and the 
police escort of a car upon the aame 
line waa in progress a few equares nearer 
the bridge. In this fight three patrol- 
men received painful injuries by being 
struck with stones. Tho Halevy-atreet 
live also wae the acene of several lively 
encounters, In gne of jthem, Private 
Ennio of the 7th Regiment waa knocked 
tenscleas by o atone thrown by 6 rioter, 
several shota were fired into the crowd, 
ond rumor has jt that four .nen wero 
ween to fall, If that ia tho case, the 
wounded were carried away by their 
Iriends. 

As the Hasloy-atrect Depot o car was 
pelted with mstones and sticks, the win- 
dowe broken and the woodwork smaabed, 
The two police guards fired their plstola 
into the crowd, which dispersed, Whother 
or not any one wna atruck by tho police- 
men's bullets, fs not known, Under such 
conditions o# are indicated by the inci- 
denta narrated, it was deemed advisable 
ta abandon for the night the attempt to 
roy caré on any of the tied-up lines, and 
0 o'clock all the eam wero housed, 
vicinity of the Ridgewood-avenue 
Stables, thie ofteracon and evening, waa 
the sceno of the most determined con- 
flict, Early in the afternoon tho guards 
wore compelled to ipash the crowd back, 
and in Myrtle-avenue it waa necessary 
for one squad of tour men to fix bayonets 
nud charge upon tho crowd, In the etam- 
pedo that ensued one of the mob, George 
Callan, waa jabbed through the coat by 
a bayonet, 

Wheu tho commander of the militia re- 
ceived word that o cor wan to besent 
out he prepared for trouble, The three 
companie of the battalion on duty wore 
drawn up io front of the car, They .had 
beew Instructed that if any stouce were 
thrown at them, thoy wore to fire. The 
mex wore all well ‘supplied with ball 
cartridges, 

The cor waa rolled out of the car 
house, and half a doseu reportors and 
ay equal number of policemen took thelr 
places io it, On eoeh aide of the car 
wae placed o equad of policomen, On 
foot on the sidowatke a number of police. 
mer were stationed to aid in driving 
mob before them, and behind tho sar oa 
it left the atables, a platoon of mounted

Again to-day by the troops ia the great 
trolley, railroad @trike. Awin the shoot- 
ing affair of lost night, o citisen and 
not o etriker was the victim, aod his 
offence was refusing to obvy the peremp: 
tory ordor of the soldiers, Houses were 
riddled with bullets, windows were broken 
“od many people had tiarrow vacapen, 
From ono window. u mau pointed a load- 
ed revolyor. He was captured. Another 
MAL Was arrested who threw coal. About 
40 ahote wore fired by the menu of the 
18th Brooklyn Regiment. 

Early tn tho day troop A., New York 
city's swell organization, charged with 
drawn sabres to disperse a mob, which 


Was stoning & gaug Of non-union work- 
men repairing tracks. In other jastaucow 
troops fired at windows, from which 


stones were thrown at them, aud used 
their bayoneta to disperse crowds. Wire 
cutting, obstructing tracks and bom- 
barding care was coutiuued in spite of 
tho presence of the troops. 

Tho lincmen and electrical workmen 
alter much doliberation decided to atrike 
out of sympathy with the conductors 
nd motormen. Thoir action will in- 
crease tho troubles of tho presidents of 
the trolley lines, The latter made the 
best showing in the operation of ears 
of any day since the atrike was ordered, 
Six new linea were opened apd more care 
Were Tun on the others, which Lave been 
open all this week. 

The companies brought many new men 
from otber cities to-dny. Presidenta 
Lewis, Norton and Wicker of three sya- 
tems affected declare that the strike 
ia practically won by them, now that 
they, have shown that they can operata 
their lines, 

They propose to open new lives to- 
morrow, and predict complete restoration 
of traffic in a few days, Tho strikers 
made a proposition, offering to leave) 
all matters of dispute to arbitration, 
Tho presidents oppe more positively re- 
fused. 1

LORD CHURCHILL 1s DEAD. 
Breathed His Last At an Karly Hour This 


Morning 
London, Jan. 24—Lord iandolpb 
Churchil’ is dead, 
His relatives at 8 o'clock were 


4guiu summoned, as it was expected that 
the end was near. Two jours later, 
however, Lord Randolph was still breath- 
ing. At 11 o'clock he was slowly sink- 
jog. Ho suffered no pain, 


Rt. Hon, Lord Randolph Churobill, M.P.. 
second son of the sixth Duke of Maribor- 
ough, s born at Blonheim Palaoo, Feb. 
13, 1849; graduated at Merton College, 
Oxford, ‘71. Hon, LL.D. Camb., ‘87. Mur- 
ried {in '74, Joannie, daughter of the late 
Mr. L, Jerome of Now York. In the same 
yer he entered Parliament ov Conserva+ 
tivo M.P. © Woodstock. Ho made bis 
maiden speoch the first year he sat in 
Parliament, und woe complimented by hie 
future antagonist, Sir William Harcourt, 
but from ‘76 to ‘79 he rarely addressed 
the House, 

The collapse of the Conservative part: 
at the goneral elections of ‘80 acted, 
however, a« pur to Lord Randolph, and 
he soon distingulabod bimeelf ws un au- 
dacious and powerful debater. With Mr. 
{now Sir Jobn) Goret and Sir Heury Dram- 
mond-Wolff he formod the Fourth Party. 
Mr, Arthur Balfour and Karl Percy vo- 
cuslonally associated themaclros with the 
three, but Lord Randolph was the life and 
soul of the combination, Ho took 
Prominent part in tho Bradiaugh debates, 
and at last was frankly recognized as @ 
now und poworfal political force, 

rom this point he becams ono of tho 
loaders of tho Conservative party. When 
tho Liberal Government was overthrown on 


the Budget, in Juno, '85, he rocelved the 
Indian Becroturyabip. Tho gonoral election 
took place in November, ’65, and Lord 
Randolph was dofeated at Birmingham, 
whero ho opposod the Rt, Hon. John 
Bright; but ,was olected for South Pad- 
ington, 


Whoo Mr. Gladstono was defeated on 
the second reading of his Homo Rule Bill, 
Lord Salisbury was again callod to the 
holm, and in the new Ministry, formed 
in July, 86, Lord Randolph Churchill was 
appointed leader of the House of Com- 
mona and Chancellor of the Exchequer. 

His moat remarkable speoch during the 
recose was made ot Dartford, where he 
unfolded a program which hie oppononte 
declared to be Liberal, if not Radiol, and 
which some of hia friends folt to be any- 
thing but Conservative.

The Production: Ozone. 


The value and importance of ozone, 
from a medical and sanitary point of 
view, have led to the invention of sev- 
eral methods—electrical and chemical— 
of producing it for use as a deodorizing 
and purifying agent. The most recent 

, system is that of Lieut. Poulsen, a Dan- 
| ish officer, whose apparatus is of a sim- 
| ple and efficient character. It consists 
of a wide-necked glass-jar, with a 
double cover of porcelain plates, finely 
perforated. The upper plate closes in 
the mouth of the jar, whilst the lower 
one is inserted inthe neck of the jar, 
about two inches below the other. 
| Through the center of each of these 
covers a glass rod passes, terminating 
at the lower end—which is curved up- 
wards—in a small cup for holding a 
| piece of phosphorus. In the jar is placed 
' a given quantity of acidulated water, 
the level of which is just above the 
cup containing the phosphorus, which, 
when the apparatus is not in action, is 
always submerged. A small quantity 
of permanganate of potash is added to 
the acid solution, and to produce ozone 
the phosphorus is raised, by means of 
the,glass rod, just to the surface of the 
water, The chemical action of the sys- 
ptem is as follows: Phosphorus acid in 
the form of fumes is produced by the 
contact of the phosphorus with the air, 
and the fumes Are seen to rise to a cer- 
tain hoight, when they aro deflected 
down upon. the solution, into which they 
are absorbed, and converted into phos 
phorie acid by being oxidized by tho 
permanganate of potash, In the mean- 
tine ozonified oxygen is produced, and 
passing out through the perforations in 
the covers, is distributed in tho atmos- 
hore. The first cost of the apparatus 
small: aud the acid bath only requires 
renewing about once in three months. 
‘The avstem has boondn satistactory uso 
for some time past in hospitals in Den- 
mark and France. it is employed in 
the Pasteur Institute, Paris.

ifwe are rash enough to venture with- 
in hailing distance of the kinetograph 
or kinetoscope, for the delectation of 
captious critics, perhaps not yet born. 

The telephone brings Chicago and 
Boston into adjoining rooms. The 
proposed phonoscope will let the speak- 
er at one end of the telephone line see 
the person addressed at the other end. 
The autograph completes this phase of 
invention by transmitting « photograph 
over a telegraph wire and recording it 
as received, in the shape of a finished 
engraving ready for the printing press. 
Akin to this is the telautograph, which 
records an autographic message and 
carries it in the handwriting of the 
sender.

as great a profit as that would 
be considered a remarkably profitable 
one. tt would seem from this showing 
that the keeping of hens ona large scale 
might be conducted by any one having 
a moderate capital with fall assurance 
of a fortune in a short time, but we 
would advise those who contemplate a 
moue of this kind to begin moderately 
for keeping a large flock of hens and 
making them pay « good profit, is a 
matter that requires a 
oxperience., Itis the universal experi- 
ence of poultry keepers that, while it is 
a very simple matter to make a large 
profit from a small flock, it is quite 
another thing to keep a large flock with 
surate results. He who would 
d with poultry should begin with 
a few and increase the number as he 
learns the details from actual work in 
the poultry yard. 
MAKING PORK, 


The subject of a recent bulletin at 
the Utah Station is the “Relative Value 
of Wheat, Peas, Corn and Barley in the 
Production of Pork.” Itisa record of 
a feeding experiment with Berkshire 
hogs during the winter of 1893-94. There 
were four sets of hogs fed. One was 
fod wheat and bran in equal proportions 
by weight, one peas and bran, another 
corn and bran, anda fourth barley and 
bran. In other respects the conditions 
were equal, The striking result of the 
trial is the great superiority of peas over 
the grains, The Pa perineny extended 
from December 5, 1898, to May 15, 1894. 
During this time the pigs 6 the set 
which were fed peas made a gain of 
1,09 pounds per pig per day. Those fed 
wheat gained .69 pounds per day ; those 
fed corn .68; those fed barley .66; or, 
during the whole period, the three pi, 
fed peas gained 528 pounds, and those 
fed on wheat 333 pounds. Wheat rank- 
ed next to peas in making growth. 

It will be noticed that a bushel of 
wheat in this case produced about 90 
cents’ worth of pork. Those interested 
in feeding wheat to hogs will be able to 
figure out from this experiment just 
about how much they can make out of 
their wheat by so doing. It is summar- 
ized as followg: 

1. Peas mixed with bran, half and 
half by weight, proved to be far superior 
to either wheat, corn or barley mixed 
and fed in the same manner, both as to 
rapid gain and to the amount, required 
for one pound of gain. 

2. The wheat mixture comes second, | 
with corn aud barley following in the 
order named,

one pound of gain than the pea mixture, 
5, Peas and wheat proved to be excel- 
lent feed fed mixed with bran in ‘the 
manner described. 
6. Reckoning pork at four cents per 
ig it, after deducting the 


peas should 
be worth 13 per cent. more than wheat, 
while corn should be worth 15 per 
cent. less, and barley 17 per cent. 
less. 

The pigs wore pure-bred Berkshires, 
the gains were only moderately good, 
and not excessive, yet it is thought that 
the general run of pigs in this territory 
would not do so well.

This same 
furniture has formerly been described 
as “Chippendale.” Perhaps an even 
more amusing effort ou the part of 
some of the big commercial houses 
down town is that of a Broadway 
store which had plunged heavily 
into what they called the “Rob Roy 
scarfs." The public did not, apparent- 
ly, care for them under this name, and 
they are now boldly put out as * - 
leon ties.’’ Napoleon would probably 
look with much astonishment upon the 
Scotch plaids which now bear his name. 
It may be doubtful if there isany such 
demand on the part of the public for 
things identified with Napoleon as the 
dealers would have us believe, A man 
who sells thousands of photographs of 
celebrities every year was asked yes- 
terday if there was much demand for 
the ‘Little Corporal’s' portrait. He 
said, with a shake of his head, that he 
had not sold a single photegraph ot Na- 

oleon during the past two years.— 
New York Sun.

Fallacies of Heredity. 

Heredity is in the air, says every- 
body. No doubt of that; but what is 
heredity ? 

Most people mean by it little more 
than the obyious truism that the off- 
Spring, on the whole, tends to resemble 
the parents, Heredity, in that sense, 
was known before Noah, The real 
question is, how far does it tend to re- 
semble them? What are the conditions 

d limitations ot the resemblance? 
tow many special features and char- 
acteristics of each parent may we ex- 
pect tosee reproduced in the young, 
and how many may we expect to find 
neutralized or unrepresented. We must 
clear the subject of misconceptions ; 
and this is what not even systematic 
writers, like Galton and Ribot, have 
hitherto done. We must limit the field 
ot investigation ; we must propose for 
ourselves certain definite questions, 
and seek to find a definite answer for 
them. 

Our enquiry relates mainly to what 
may be regarded as individual or per- 
sonal characteristics; for everybody ad- 
mits that specific characteristics, and 
even the characteristics of well-marked 
varieties within the same species, are 
almost always normally transmitted. 
pal eee Pee ae bulldogs and terriers 
terriers. The child of two negroes is al- 
ways & negro: Japanese parents never 
beget a European infant. It is only 
when we come to minor and compara- 
tively personal differences that doubt 
begins. Where we may reasonably ex- 
pect tosee parental traits reproduced 
in the offspring, and where to find 
individual or idioryncratic differen- 
ences 2? 

Hitherto, for the most part, enquiry 
into heredity has begun atthe wrong 
end—with the most complex instead of 
the most simple phenomena; with the 
mental instead of the physical; with 
the morbid instead of the normal and 
natural. Just as pathology preceded 
physiology, and just as evolying medi- 
cine was ready to prescribe for cancer or 
phthisis before it knew anything of the 
circulation of the blood or the digestive 
process; 80, in the study of heredity, 
enqguirers have begun with hereditary 
genius and hereditary madness, instead 
of beginning with color of hair and 
eyes, stature, shape of features, obser- 
vations, like Bertillon’s, on anthropome- 
trical peculiaritios, Now, clearly, genius 
and madness are among the most com- 
plex phenomena which the investigator 
can attack. The psychological is more 
elusive than the anatomical or the 
physiological. What we want first is a 
clear conception of the nature and limite 
of physical heredity. That will give us 
a basis from which we can aftewards at- 
tack the more difficult problems of 
psychological heredity. 

Hitherto, the chief question has al- 
ways been, ‘*How is it that this, that, or 
the other great man has not sons who 
are equally great with him? Why is 
not the greatness or the genius inherit- 
ed?” The very form the question takes 
shows how far we still are from a scien- 
tific standpoint in these matters. For 
the real difficulty is not why such spe- 
cial combinations of qualities as conati- 
tute genius are not transmitted to child. 
ren, nt why they are not shared by 
brothers and sisters, The great man’s 
children are his rte by a mother 
who is often presumably a_ little less 
great; and his greatness is the result of 
an exceptionally delicate balance of 
qualities. Is it likely, then, that such a 
nee will survive admixture with the 
y different qualities of the particular 
woman he has happened to marry ? His 
brothers and sisters, however, are the 
product of the self-same father and 
mother; nothing shows better the deli- 
cate nature of the organic balance 
which produces genius than the fact 
that these brothers and sisters, aa de 
they may greatly resomble the genius 
in many other respects, both physical 
and mental, seldom sharo those peculiar 
and distinctive traits which make a 
genius ofhim, The difference is idio- 
syncracy, and the idiosyncratic pecu- 
Marities of brothera and sisters are the 
subject matter out of which in the end 
wo must frame a true theory of here- 
dity, human or animal,—London Sa’ 
day Review.

The American missionaries in Ceylon 
haye given special attention to medical 
inatruction, and are doing wonders in 
driving back the horvors of heathen 
surgery. Cases of suffering were for- 
merly given over to the devil-worship- 
pe and such tortures inflicted as may 
not be described, The patient was 
trampled by the teet of the m edicul 
tendants. It is only of God's mercy 
that there isa living mother in Ceylon 
Ob, how much Ceylon needs doctors, 
and the med asses of native stu- 
dents under the care of those who fol- 
low the example of the late Samuel 
Fish Green are providiag them, so that 
oll the alleviations, and kindly minis 
tries, and scieptific acumen that cin be 
found in American and English hospi 
tals will soon bless all Ceylon, In that 
island are 32. American schools, 210 
Church of England schools, 244 Wesley 
an schools, 234 Roman Catholic schools, 
Ah! the schools decide mostovery thing.

On 
this island aro dead Now Yorks, 
and dead Pekins, and dead Edin~ 
burghs, and dead Londons, | Ever 
and anon at the stroke of tho 
archeologist’s hammer the tomb of some 
great municipality flies open, and there 
aro other burned cities that will yet 
respond to the explorer’s pick-axo.

which was founded five hundred years 
before Christ, standing in pomp and 
splendor for twelve hundred years. 
Stairways up which fifty mon pass side 
by side. Carved pillars, some ot them 
fallen, some of them aslant, some of 
them erect. Phidiases and Christopher 
Wrens, never heard of here, performed 
tho marvels of sculpture and architec- 
ture. Aisles through which royal pro- 
cessions marched, Arches under which 
kings were carried, City with reser- 
voir twenty miles in circumference. 
Extemporized lakes that did their cool- 
ing and refreshing for twelve centuries. 
Ruins more suggestive than Melrose 
and Kenilworth, Ceylonian Karnaks 
and Luxors. Ruins sataining: much of 
grandeur, though wars ombarded 
them and Time put his chisel on overy 
block, and more than all, vegetation 
put its anchors and pries and wrenches 
in all the crevices, Dagobas, or places 
where relics of saints or deities are 
kept. Dagobas four hundred feet high 
and their fallen material burying pre- 
cious things for the right of which mod- 
ern curiosity has digged and blasted in 
vain. Processions of elephants in imi- 
tations, wrought into lustrous marble. 
Troops of horses in full ran, Shrines, 
chapels, cathedrals wrecked on the 
mountain side. Stairs of moonstone, 
Exquisite scrolls rolling ye more mys- 
terious than will ever be unrolled. 
Over sixteen square miles, the ruins of 
one city strewn, Throne rooms on 
which at different times sat one hun- 
dred and sixty-five kings, reigning in 
authority they inherited, Walls that 
witnessed coronations, assassinations, 
subjugations, triumphs. Altars of which 
millions bowed ages before the orches- 
tras celestial woke the Shepherds with 
midnight overtrue. 

When Lieutenant Skinner in 1832 dis- 
covered the site of some of these cities, 
he found congregated in them undis- 
turbed assemblages of leopards, porcu- 
sines, flamingoes and pelicans ; reptiles 
sunning themselves on the altars, prima 
donnas reudering ornithological chants 
from ¢ ted music halls. One king 
restored much of the grandeur, rebuilt 


fifteen hundred residences, but ruin 
soon resumed its sceptre. But all is 
down—the spires down, the pillars down, 
the tablets down, the glory of splendid 
arches down. What killed those cities? 
Who slew the New York and London of 
the year 500 B.C.? Was it unhealthed 
with a host of plage Was it foreign 


armies laying se Was it whole 
generations W ned by their own 
vices ? Myste sits amid 


monoliths and brick dust. Finger on 
lip in eternal silence, while the centu- 
ries guess and guess in vain. We 
simply know that genius planned these 
cities, and immense populations inhab- 
ited them, An eminent writer estimates 
that a pile of bricks in one ruin of Coy- 
lon would be enough to build a wall ten 
feet high from Ediuburgh to London.
